WHY THE DEMOCRATS REFUSE TO 
ANSWER TO THEIR NAMES. 


Ready 1.0 Proceed With the Appropriation and Other 
Business, but Unwilling to Aid in the Buccess 
of Mackey’s Forgery—The Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee in Session Again. 


Wasuincrox, May 23.—The house foreign 


affairs committee again to-day took up the 


investigation of the Peruvian company. The 
eX-assistant secretary of state was the only 
witness, but all bis knowledge had been ob- 
tained while acting as interpreter between 
Blaine and the Credit Industriel company, 
when ,the latter gentleman visited the state 
department in a vain effort to secure the in- 
behalf of 
Peru. This gentleman, though representing 
the Credit Industriel company as its agent, 
had only sought intervention in the interest 
of humanity, not of his company. 


Upon all other points Mr. Hill was profound- 
ly ignorant. The witness first heard of the 
missing papers after he left the department. 
He never saw them. Hecertainly thought he 
would have remembered them if he had ever 
seen them, and it was hardly probable that 
they would come direct to the department 
without his seeing them. 

The witness was asked in reletion to the 
status of Trescott in the state department at 
the time he was apparently employed by the 
department, in connection with the prepara- 
tion of dispatches touching the Chili-Peru- 
vian matter, and replied that Trescott had 
just returned from China, where he had been 
one of the commiissioners, and pending the 
settlement of that matter he was consu!ted in 
regard to the Chili-Peruvian matter, and 
made a thorough investigation, and prepared 
a statementof facts upon which the secretary 
could act. He was specially charged with 
this matter in connection with the prepara- 
tion of dispatches, and with 
the exception of the secretary, was the 
most competent person to explain 
the meaning of every word in those dispatch- 
es. He was very highly esteemed in the de- 
partment, and on account of his high stand- 
ingand experience as a diplomat, he was se- 
lected as the commissioner to the South 
American states. The chairman announced 
that Mr. Blaine would again come before 
them to-morrow morning at 10 a. m., and the 
committee adjourned to that time. 

WHY THE DEMOCRATS FILLIBUSTER. 

The reasons of the democrats for declining 
to discuss in the house the Mackey-O’Conner 
election contest are stated to night by leading 
members of the party, gemong them Repre- 
sentatives Randall and Carlisle, in the follow- 
ing words: There are two questions involved 
—the first, the forgery of testimony, and the 
second, the right to a_seat. Under 
the rules of the house, if the democrats con- 
sent to a consideration of the case, the repub 
licans will seat Mackey by a party vote with- 
out investigating the forgery. The democrats 
are ready to consider the appropriation bills 
and other public business, but will not con- 
sent to try this case until a full investigation 
of the forgery is had. 

The house committee on war claims to-day 
instructed Representative Hauk, of Tennes- 
see, to report favorably a bill for the payment 
of $1,250 to Mitchell J. Childress, of Knox 
county, Tennessee, in payment for supplies 
furnished the Burnside army in 1863. 

Secretary Folger received a conscience con- 
tribution of $2,781 in an envelope postmarked 
St. Joseph, Mo. 

Stilwell H. Russell, ex-United States 
marshal for the western district of Texas, 
who was arrested on the charge of misappro- 
priation of government funds, was arraigned 
in the criminal court to-day and placed under 
$4,000 bonds to appear before the United 
States circuit court at San Antonio, Texas, at 
the June term.

THE DEADLOCK. 


The Bnginning of a Probably Long Fight—What the 
Democrats are Likely to Do. 
Special Correspondence of The Constitution. 
Wasuincton, May 20.—In the house began 
this morning what may be a long and stub- 
born fight. Mr. Calkins, of Indiana, aspires 
to bea ieader. His position as chairman of 
the committee on elections gives him a promi- 
nence his unaided ability would never have 
attained. Heistrying to make capital for 
home use, as he aspires to the republican 
nomination for governor of his state. The 
ousting of Chalmers has emboldened him to 
reater confidence and he sailed into the 
ackey Dibble contest this morning 
with an appealing air of determina- 
tion. The democrats do not intend 
to have tunis case considered on forged testi- 
mony. They ask itsrecommitta!. fhisis all 
they ask, and this they will have or block the 
republican game by the continual destruction 
of aquorum vote. Mr. Randall is alive to 
the finest parliamentary points, and will di- 
rect the minority with consummate skill. 
The result of to-day’s work was a republican 
back down at3o’clock, when a motion on 
their side to adjourn brought from the demo- 
crats applause and derisive laughter. The 
only chance for Calkins is to call in his strag- 
glers and his disabled and rallying the green- 
backers around him to storm the barriers to 
a full vote. This isa labor worthy of his en- 
ergy and if he does it he ought to havea 
chance to be sacrificed on the gubernatorial 
altar in Indiana. The prospective deadlock 
will enliven the house out of the opppressive 
dullness of its pastten days. Whenever these 
hitches occur there come occasionally bursts 
of passion and sallies of wit which entertain 
the outside world as it peers down on tlie 
stubborn opponents. A night session, or 
anything out of the congressional 
routine is gladly welcomed by the several 
thousand ciuzens who ha¥e nothing to do 
but watch the great American congress. _ 
Around the hotel lobbies to-day the ln- 
pending dead lock is the principal topic 01 
gossip. Even the republican members and 
their sympathizers seé¢ that the democrats 
mean business, and that the only way to beat 
them is to procure a quorum without them.

THE SENATE IN A TANGLE. 


The Court of Claims—Geneva Award—The Contest 
in the Heuse. 


WasHIncTox, May 23.—In the senate Mr. | 


Pugh moved to reconsider the final vote on 
the passage of the five per cent-land bill, and 
as the meastrre had been sent to the house, he 
coupled with the motion a request for are- 
turn of the bill to the senate. The motion 
prevailed—yeas 26, nays 22. Upona motion 
to reconsider this vote, the senate became 
badly tangled among points of order. A 
question was asked of the president pro tem 
Davis, in reply to which he began: *‘The court 
would say.”’ Being apprised of his error by a 
heurty burst of laughter, the chair answered 
the query. Finally the motion to reconsider 
was voted down. The senate bill, referring 
to the court of claims, the claim of the State 
National bank of Lancoria, for cotton taken 
by the United States after the close of the war, 
was passed. 
_ THE COURT OF CLAIMS. 

At 2 o'clock the senate proceeded with the 
unfinished business, the house bill for the 
distribution of the Geneva award, and Mr. 
Call addressed the senate. The discussion was 
continued by Messrs. Bayard, Jones, of 
Florida, Hale, Frve and Hoar. The pending 
amendment providing for the claims of insur- 
ance companies was rejected. Yeas 6, nays 
40.. Mr. Garland moved as an amendment 
the bill reported by the majority of the 
senate committee recognizing the claims 
of sufferers by  exculpated cruisers. 

tejected. The bill then passed. The follow- 
ing is the vote in detail: Yeas—Messrs. Al- 
drich, Allison, Blair, Brown, Call, Cameron

The 
bill passed as it come from the house without 
alteration. Adjourned. 

THE CONTEST IN THE HOUSE. 

The speaker laid before the house various 
executive communications (already  pub- 
lished) which were appropriately referred. 
The struggle over the contested election case 
of Mackey vs. Dibble was then proceeded 
with, Mr. Randall, of Pennsylvania, raising 
the question of consideration in antagonism 
to the effort made by Mr. Calkins, of Indiana, 
to call up that case for discussion and action, 
The vote resulted—yeas 129, nays 1—(Mr. 
Phelps, of Connecticut), 17 less than a quo- 
rum, and a call of the house was ordered. 
Mr. Murche, of Maine, (greenbacker) asked 
for indefinite leave of absence on ac- 
count of sickness, This was opposed by 
the republicans, and the motion was lost— 
yeas, 1U5; nays, 122. Mr. Murche was then 
excused forthe day. Mr. Kice, of Massachu- 
setts, Mr. Mason, of New York, and /Mr. 
Smith, of New York, republicans, were also 
excused forthe day on the same grounds. 
The doors were then closed, and the sergeant- 
at-arms was directed to bring in the absentees. 
Mr. Tucker, of Virginia, was the only mem- 
ber brought in under duress, and he was ex- 
cused upon giving a satisfactory explanation. 
The members sat around in groups, chatting 
or reading the papers, awaiting turther pro- 
ceedings. After another call of the house, 
the session for this evening was dispensed 
with, and the house, at 4:55, adjourned. 


DUELING FROM THE BENCH. 


A St. Louts Judge Holds a Critie te Personal Respon- 
sibility. 

St. Lovis, May 23.—A few days ago an eii- 
torial appeared in the Evening Chronicle, of 
this city, criticising Judge Laughlin, of the 
criminal court, and the manner of doing busi- 
ness in that court. Yesterday Stanley Water- 
loo, editor of the Chronicle, was cited to ap- 
pear before the court to show cause why he 
should. not be committed for contempt. 
Waterloo’s counsel denied that’ the 
court had jurisdiction in the _ premises, 
W hereupon Judge Laughlin said: 
There being a difference of opinion on that 
point, he would waive the rights of the court 
in the matter, and as an individual he would 
give Waterloo until after sundown to retract 
the obnoxious article through the columns of 
the Chronicle, or furnish him the name of the 
writer. The Chronicle last evening contained 
no retraction, nor did Waterloo furnish Judge 
Laughlin the name of the writer, but between 
9 and 10 o’clock last night a letter was. deliv- 
ered tothe former by the stenographer of the 
court which read as follows: 

‘*Dear Srr—That you may have no cause to 
plead surprise when we next meet, you are 
now notified to make such preparations for an 
emergency as to you may seem best. I shall 
make it my business to cee you soon. 

“Henry D. LAUGHLIN.”’ 

The contents of this letter were not known 
until 10 o’clock this morning, when it was 
determined by Waterloo and his friends to 
publish it, and the probabilities are that unless 
the friends of both parties can prevent a 
meeting there will be a bloody encounter on 
the street soon, as both men have plenty of 
nerve. 

Late last night it was discovered that the 
author ot the offensive criticism was ex-Judge 
Horatio M. Jones. This morning, from the 
bench of the criminal court, Judge Laughlin 
said that the situation had materially chan zed. 
He knew tbe name of the writer of the article. 
Sooner or later he would settle the matter 
with W aterloo. When he left the bench last 
evening he had intended to take off his badge 
of servitude and resign. Now he wveuld not 
retreat under fire. As to the man who was 
the author of the article, he was beneath 
contempt. He was a chronic slanderer and a 
coward. Judge Hayden, on behalf of Water 
loo, accepted the full responsibility for the 
article, and refused to apologize. He consid- 
ered the action of the court entirely illegal, 
and would take no further notice of the tri- 
bunal. The matter was then dropped. It is 
believed that it will remain as it now stands,

NASHVILLE, May 23,—The general confer- 
ence of the Methodist Episcopal church, 
south, elected to-day the following board ol 
managers‘of church extension: President, 
James G. Lithgow, Louisville; vice-president, 
Presley Meguiar, Louisville; treasurer, J. A.

Dr. Wiley introduced Bishop Halsey, of the 
Colored Methodist Episcopal church in Amer- 
ica, to the conference, who. was received by 
the conference standing. The bishop said 
that he was glad to have an opportunity of 
appearing before this general conference as 4 
representative of the Colored Methodist Epis- 
copal church of America. The name was a 
little long, but it was the best they could get. 
An effort was made to get a shorter one, but 
it failed, and they had to go to the Southern 
Methodist church for their name. His caurch 
has a noble ancestry, and as he was not 
ashamed of it, he hoped the southern Metho- 
dists were not ashamed of them. [Applause. ] 
The time was coming when they would own 
the colored church. [Applause.]| When his 
vhurch setup for itself in 1870 he was not 
“set off,’ but ‘“‘set up.’’. His church did 
notintend to be set eff from the southern 
church, and would not be. [{Applause.] 
He had copied the southern church un- 
luckily once or twice, but he was making 
an effort to followthem. Continuing, Bishop 
Halsey said: When you broke down ip your 
class meeting service, we did also; when you 
broke down in your publication interests, 
we did so too. [Applause.] We iove you as 
our friends in this country, and we believe 
that time will demonstrate that you are our 
friends. Our people are pepaning to. feel it 
more and more every day. We are beginning 
to feel anearness to you. Through the provi- 
dence of God we were made slaves; we could 
not help that, but slavery has been overruled, 
and.it has been the means of the civilization 
of the African people. He could not 
but believe that théy were made slaves 
by hands of providence. We need 
help to educate _our - ministers. In 
starting. out for ourselves our church 
had but a stinted outfit, and, being set apart, 
the churches had worked against each other. 
Disintegration and alienation are the mon- 
strosities of modern Methodism. [Applause. } 
We have reached a period when we are inde- 
pendent and look forward to a better day. 
While the colored ministers of other denon:- 
inations had gone off to politics, he was glad 
to say none of their preachers had. He be: 
lieved in letting people act as they saw fit 
in that regard, but preachers should be holy 
men, with the principles of trath and right- 
eousness. 

Rev. W. H. Potter has been elected editor 
of the Wesleyan Advocate, the price of which 
has been reduced to $2 per annum.

WORK AMONG THE FREEDMEN, 


The Northere Presbyterian Assembly on Its Southern 
Missions. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., May 23.—The Presbyte- 
rian general assembly convened at 9 o’clock 
this morning witha full attendance. After 
the usual devotional exercises began the real 
work of the session. This forenoon was 
mainly devoted to the consideration of work 
among tue freedmen, which came up with 
the presentatfon of the report of the standing 
committee on freedmen. This set forth the 
nature, condition and extent of the educa- 
tional and mission work among the colored 
people of the south. The financial statement 
shows $60,467 expended in this work last 
vear against $48,102 the previous year, while 
the receipts from all sources for schools and 
missions exceeded those of the preceding 
year by $10,000, which $10,000 came from 
the colored people themselves. There are 
now ,§168 colored Presbyterian charches, 
with 12 456 members; fifty-six schools wit! 
6,088 scholars; three chartered institutions 
with 967 students; four schools with 976 
scholars and 157 Sabbath-schools with 10.- 
248 scholars. The assembly was addressed 
by Dr. Allen, secretary of the Freedmen’s 
committee, on the importance of this great 
work and the necessity for much more liberal 
contributions. Dr. Lawrence, of Biddle uni- 
versity, a colored college of North Carolina, 
made an appeal for contributions for that in- 
stitution, siowing that it was doing a great 
work in educating the colored peopie, Gov- 
ernor Cullom, who was listening to these ade 
dresses, briefly expressed his convic ion of 
the necessity of educating the colored people 
of the south in order to make them good citi- 
zens. The report of the commit- 
tee was finally adopted. Judge 
Strong. of _ the supreme _ court, 
read the majority report of the standing cora- 
mittee on home missions, which is expected 
to occasion more of a contest than any subject 
before the assembly. ‘Ihe majority of the 
committee recommended the reconstruction 
of the methods of conducting the home mis- 
sionary work of the chureh, reviewing the 

uestion of states’ rights. by proposing that 


; the individual Presbyterian should decide the 
manner of disbursing the means raised for the 
cause within their territory, instead of allow- 
ing the board of home missions to control 
these matters as at present. .

The report says that among the scores and 
hundreds of orders of court made in various 
legal proceedings connected with the admin- 
istration of these trusts, a vast majority were 
signed by one judge, Extraordinary blanks 
were prepared by the counsel for the receiver, 
one of which bore the name of this judge 
printed in anticipation of future needs. LEs- 
pecially was it true that the orders directing 
money to be paid were signed by 
him to the almost entire exclusion of his 
associate. This fact in and of itself would 
reflect favorably upon his industry, and upon 
his willingness to assume the responsibility, 
and would warrant no discrediting imputa- 
tion, but the very expense and delay which 
are the most questionable incidents of receiv- 
erships, are inseparably connected with these 
orders. Many of the. ¢ndividual payments 
seemed wasteful and reckless. None of them 
could ever have been made, and no doubtful 
actor line of policy on the part of any re- 
ceiver could have possessed any efficiency 
except for this judicial sanction. The report, 
after turther comments on the course of 
Judge Westbrook, adds: ‘Such an official in 
such circumstances was not justified in re- 
peatedly signing orders that will pot stand 
the test of a close inspection, although they 
were consented to by those among whom the 
moneywas divided. To say that such con- 
sent relieves the judge from responsible and 
attentive action, is to assert an unworthy and 
intolerable conception of the nature of judi- 
cial functions and attitude.” 


THE KEROSENE FLAME 


Whieh Led tethe Detection of a Erutal Step-Mether’s 
Crime—Abeout Train Robbers. 

NEW York, May 23.—The Sun special from 
Rappahannock, Va.. narrates a murder com- 
mitted by Mrs. Maria Bruce, the victim be- 
ing her step-daughter. aged ten years. She 
had conceived a hatred for the girl because of 
the latter’s disapproval oi her father’s second 
marriage. Entering the house in a bad 
bumor, she seized a poker and beat the girl’s 
head toajelly. She then carried the body to 
acabin in the field, and pouring kerosene 
over the clothes endeavored to burn it. Some 
neighbors hastened to the scene and arrested 
the woman,

MOSES TAYLOR DEAD. 


The End of a Long and Useful Career of the New York 
Mallroad Milllenatre. 
NEW York, May 23.—Moses Taylor died 
this morning. 


Mr. Taylor: was president of the City Bank 
of New York, and was a man noted for great 
financial ability, ranking asa railroad finan- 
cier by the side of Vanderbilt. He wasa 
heavy owner of Georgia Central railroad 
stock, and had other large railroad interests 
in the state. He was a directorof the Central 
railroad, and was a firm friend and backer of 
Colonel William M. Wadley, in whose ability 
as a railroad manager he had unlimited confi- 
dence. His entire stock was always voted in 
accordance with the viewsof Mr. Wadley. 
Mr. Taylor had amassed a fortune of probably 
forty million dollars, the accumulations of a 
long business career. 

He was about seventy-two years old at the 
time of his death. About a year ago he was 
stricken with paralysis. and for some months 
he hds not been actively engaged in business. 
In nothing that goes to make up a man of 
power in business circles could it be said that 
be was Jacking. He always kept his own 
2ounsel, was his own banker, and was invin- 
ciblein any enterprise that he might under- 
take. In statue he was n2arly six feet and 
slender. His movements were quick, and in 
conversation he spoke rapidly. He had a 
large acquaintance in the south, and nad a 
number of personal friends in Atlanta.

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ROSCOE CONKLING TALKS 


And Denies the Charges ef Bargaining for Office and 
Other Matters. 


New York, May 23.—As the controversy 
in reference to Mr. Conkling’s course during 
the senatorial contest last year has been re 
cently renewed, and grave charges of ‘‘cor- 
rupt bargains,’’ &c°, have been made in this 
connection, a representative of the Herald 
recently called on the ex-senator with a view 
of obtaining the facts of the case within his 
knowledge from hisewn lips. Though well 
known to be averse to interviews, Mr. Conk- 
ling consented in the present instance to be 
questioned and the following conversation en- 
sued: 

Reporter—‘'Have you seen the article origi- 
nating with the Kingston Freeman last Fri- 
day making charges against you in connection 
with last year’s senatorial camvass.”’ 

Mr. Conkling—‘'Yes, it has been shown 
me.” 

Reporter—“I would be glad to know what 
you have to say about it?”’ 
4@™Mr. Conkling—*‘My habit has been never to 
reply toslanders however foul. I have for 
years silently endured newspaper assaults 
most cruel in character and having not the 
slightest foundation in fact. It may be that 
this habit of silence has encouraged calumny; 
friends tell me it thas. and, as you ask it, I 
will say something of this particular libel. It 
seems to consist of three parts, or of three 
charges. First, That I becamé a candidate 
for re-election of my own head and not by 
the advice and wish of party associates. 
Second, That friends and supporters from 
time to timeurged me to desist and wishdraw, 
and that I refused to doso. Third, That a 
‘corrupt bargain’ was about to be consum- 
mated for my election and that of another 
person, and that I was a party to this bargain. 
The term ‘corrupt bargain’ is used by the 
Kingston paper, but for some reason is 
changed in reprints ip other papers to ‘ques- 
tionable means.’ Each of these charges is 
without truth, and positively against truth.” 

‘‘My name was used for re-election, and I 
went to Albany because of the urgent advice 
or request of all those with whom I had op- 
portunity to consult. My going to Albany 
was one of the most reluctant acts of ry life.

HOG AND HOMINY. 


A Great Speculater’s Views as to Their Immediate 
Future. 


Sr. Louis, May 23.—P. D. Armour, a gentle- 
man who gets the credit for almost every cor- 
ner either in pork or grain which is engineer- 
ed on the Chicago market, was on ’change to- 
day. “ts pork going up or down?’ queried 
the reporter. “I thinkitis going up. The 
time will come this year when people will 
think they are buying pork cheap when they 
get it for $23 or $24 a barrel.” “And how 
There 
will not be long to wait for it. Barreled pork 
is the cheapest article in the provision line 
now.” “Is there any truth in the statement 
that you arein the coming pork corner?’ 
“I? Oh, no; quite the contrary. I am out of 
corners ‘altogether. I am in the church, you 
know.” ‘“‘Still, pork is to be cornered by the 
unregenerate, they say.” ‘It would not sur- 
prise me to hear that pork wascornered. I 
never saw the market in a condition where it 
would be so easy to corner. Any man 21 
rooms old, with a yery little money and a very 
ittle confidence in himself,could do just as he 
pleased with pork just now. It would be no 
trick to capture the niarket.” ‘Is the hog 
crop so bad?” “No, I think the receipts for 
June will be as high as they were last year. 
After that they will fall off. Yeu must under- 
stand that the fluctuations do not depend on 
the relations of supply and demand nwa- 
days. This market depends on impressions 
one might almost say emotions. “And 
the hog supply has nothing to do 
with the price of pork.” “No, but the invag- 
ination working upon a suppositious supply 
of pork hasto do with it very seriously.” 
“And how about wheat cornering?” ‘I'll 
say this: I would have no respectatall forthe 
ability of any man with average brains who 
could not without money and with very lit- 
tle credit force wheat up tifteen cents a bush- 
el. Lcanseé no reuson why whéat should 
not call for twenty cents‘a bushel more than 
itis to-day. This isa year when people will 
have to pay high for what they eat, particu- 
larly for all kinds of meat.”’

Albany is glad to note that Congressman 
H. G. Turner has secured an appropria- 
tion of $25,000 for the Flint. This is $10,000 
in excess of the last appropriation; $15,000 of 
this appropriation goes to the work bet veen 
Albany and Baintridge, and $10,000 between 
Aibany and Monteztma. Colonel P. M. 
Slaughter, in chargerof the entire work, stated 
a few days since that his force at Hellgate, a 
rocky and dangerous passage between Newton 
and Bainbridge. and the only one by the way 
of any consequence, had about two months 
more of work to doin the way of blasting 
and dredging, when it would be made a safe 
passage for ordinary river craft, suflictently 
wide and deep. An immense quantity of 
work can be done this summer with the pres- 
ent appropriation. Flint river may yet prove 
a more efficient factor in reducing railroad 
tariffs and discriminations than any high sal- 
aried railroad commission. Your correspond- 
ent saw some time last year a carefally com- 
piled statistical table of the amount ef 
cotton and’ other produce ‘shipped 
annually from the counties -lying 
along and contiguous to the river in Georgia, 
and it was, as might be supposed, something 
enormous in proportions. Once secure a safe 
transit, and the bulk of. this freight would 
naturally seek the water transportation. 

Politics are excessively dull about us just 
now. Neitherthe postponement of the inde- 
pendent mass meeting nor the organized 
democratic cenvention in June, appear to ex- 
cite much comment. Tae candidacy and 
election of Mr: Stephens, are generally ac- 
cepted as accomplished facts, though some of 
the ultra organized would show a disposition 
to kick the traces a little, did not prudential 
considerations forbid.

G. W. AWTRY DEAD.

Awtry died at his residence in Villa Rica,Ga., 
on Sunday evening, the 2lst instant, after a 
long and painful illness, in the 57th year of 
his age.

~ NEW SWITZERLAND. 


THE SWISS COLONY NEAR MOUNT 
AIRY, GEORGIA. 


Twenty Families Already There-They Brought from 
$2,000 t6 ($5,009 Each and Have Extended 
$60,000 Already-A Swiss Dircner— 

Toe Ci das of Immigrants. 


Special Correspondenee of The Coustjigiion. 

New Swirzertanp, Ga., May 21, 1882.— 
The traveler on the Air Line railroad Aas re- 
cently noticed a beautiful Swiss cottage on 
the leftside of the track going north about two 
miles and a half from Mount Airy in Hab- 
ersham county. This building was erected 
by the Richmond and Danville company and 
is intended as an ‘immigrants home.’’ The 
cottage is a beautiful structute, built after a 
miniature model owned by one 
of the Swiss colonists who brought 
it over from the old country. It 
is thoroughly Swiss in every detail and issaid 
to be the handsomest depot between Atlanta 
and New York. On this point, however, I am 
not posted, though I know I never saw a pret- 


tier building. In the absence of any infor- 
mation as to technical names for this style of 
architecture, I will state that itisa frame 
building with the weather-boarding put on 
the inside, the beams and braces, uprights 
and all being nicely bévyelled and finished in 
the best possible manner. The house is 
painted a very light tint of green, while the 
framework is in a darker green, with the 
edges a pretty red. There is any quantity of 
scroll saw work all over the roof, under the 
eaves and around the verandahs,which makes 
the entire effect very attractive indeed. The 
place has been christened New Switzerland‘ 
in honor of a colony of Swiss people who 
have settled here. At. present the place is 
lonely enough, and this morning when I got 
off here and looked around for the sight of a 
familiaror even any kind of a face, I found 
nothing but this depot and another frame 
cottage a little distance from the road. To 
this latter place I went at once. It was the 
only sign of an habitation I could see, Ar- 
rived at the gate, I saw a foreign looking gen- 
tleman at the window engaged in writing at a 
desk. Ina moment he saw me and came out 
to give me welcome, 

‘‘Is this the Swiss colony?” I asked, when 
we had shaken hands, 

‘“Ya,”’ he replied, in awful English. 

‘Well, I want to see the head man of the 
colony. Where does he live?’ 

“I'm a bootcher.’’ 

“IT know; but Tue Cexstiturion wants to 
know something about the colony. Where is 
it?”’ 

‘*Misder Peiaermann 7as der agent,” he re- 
plied in the worst broken English I ever 
heard. At first I didn’t know whathe meant. 
Then I asked again, ‘* Where does he live?” 

‘‘A bout a miles.’’ 

“What direction from here?’ 

‘‘About a miles.”’ 

“Yes; but which way?” 

‘About a miles,’’ he answered, in the same 
unaltered, honest disaffected monotone, point- 
ing down the road, which led off at right 
angles from the depot. Bidding him a ready 
adieu, I started off to find ‘‘Mr. Piedermann.”’ 

I walked for half an hour, I suppose, and the 
only sign of life 1 saw was what I heard, and 
what I heard was the tinkling of sheep bells. 
At last I met‘a horse in the road, loose. Then 
I knew an habitation must be near. I had 
concluded that ‘‘a’ in German must mean 
‘“three,’’ for it seemed that far to the 
agent’s house. I found Mr. Beidermann at 
home. His placeimpressed me before I reach- 
edit. A large barn, good orchards, a nice 
dwelling and well built out houses, ‘white- 
washed fences, and all showed a thrift that I 
knew meant a little more than is generally 
accomplished by the average Georgia farmer, 
The owner of this place is Mr. C., 
A. Beidermann, a gentleman of 
most agreeable manners.' and possessed 
of more than ordinary business sagacity.. In 
the yard, as I entered, I saw two other Swit- 
gers, young men who assisted Mr. Biedermann 
on the farm. When we entered the house I was 
presented to Madame Biederman, a lady of're 
finement and education, and whom many 
people in Atlanta will remember on account 
of her thvrough business ways, she having 
visited the gate city on anumber of occa- 
sions. Madame Biedermann does pretty 
much all the managing of her busband’s bus- 
iness, while his time, is occupied giying the 
colony his personal attention, ) 

A SWISS DINNER. 

Being somewhat after noon when I arrived, 
I was invited to dine at Mr. Biedermann’s, 
where I had a regular Swiss dinner,-consisting 
of very finé pea soup, fish, t .en vegetables, 
mutton—very . good mutton, too —peas, 
bread, plums, and as fine 
coffee as I ever tasted. They live 
well and have as fine butter and milk as one 
would wantto see. Dinnerover, I commenced 
to put the probe to mine host concerning the 
colony and all they were doing. 

‘‘How many families are there here?’ I 
asked. 

‘About twenty in all.” 

‘Do you look tor more soon ?”’ 

“Yes, I look for a family to-morrow,: and 
others this month. There aré now about 
eighty people in the colony, and I presume 
fifty more will be along soon.’’ 

“You haveonly recentiy returned from 
Switzerland, I believe; did you accomplish 
much over there?” : 

“Well, not as much as I would have de- 
sired. I lacked money and could: not work 
against the dozens of emigrant agents who are 
aiways there from the western states. I was 
sent out by the Air-Line people, butthey did 
not give me enough means to work as Leould 
have done, I did the best I could, however, 
What I needed was a good, well illustrated 
German pamphlet to spread among the peo- 
ple. tI had:only 4,000\of these which I wrote 
myself and had printed in Germany, but they 
were only a handful compared to the hun- 
dreds of thousands sent overithere by the oth 
er states. They send.dver whole ship loads of 
printed matter, have well paid agents to dis- 
tribute them and consequently it is a difficult 
task to work up an-emigration scheme. to 
Georgia.. These pamphlets contain the most 
exagyerated accounts of the different points 
along the lines of the western 
railroads, and it ig an easy matter to influence 
foreigners to accept the ‘se-called wonderful! 
Offers. 

“If Gecrgia would: give mie a little encour- 
agement f am sure I could soon work upa 
showing for the state that would greatly ben- 
efitus. The south has been grossly misrepre- 
sented abroad. We ought to commence to 
spread more about onr ‘resources. This state 
ought by all means to do something in this 
matter, and ought to do it at once.’ 

‘What class of people have settled here?” 

“Only the very best. I have been particu- 
larly careful about selécting ple. TI re- 
fused hundreds of applicationsin Switzerland 
because they were not the class of people 
we wanted. We don’t want a horde 
of mechanics ; want good 
farmers. I would like a d 
blacksmith and wagon maker, but aside from 
these we do not want any but farmers. We 
have no use for shoemakers and others here— 
we can buy such things. Now our butcher is 
a necessity. He is doing a good business 
already and is shipp?mg beef and mutton al- 
most every day to Atlanta.” HT 

‘Do you intend making cheese?” 

“No, we cannot affurd to db that whefi* we 
can get thirty-five cents fer a gallon of milk. 
What we shall do will be to establish a cream- 
ery here with a branch in Atlanta. We can 
then send all our butter and milk down on 
the early morning train.” ; 

_“How much money did each of these fami- 
lies bring with them?’ 

“They brought, in actual cash, 
from $2 000 to $5,000 each. As I have said, | 
only brought and sought*the most solid peo- 
le.’

Well, a niin over there worth $100,000 is 
thought to be exceedingly wealthy. There 
are not many farmers worth even $10,000, 
though, so you;can see that we have here 
only the better class of people. -

“We all strive first for good land. This hes 
eost us about three and four dollars an acre. 
Then we want good cows and wealways have 
them. Wehaveanuamber of men who are 
paying particular aitention to sheep, rais- 
ing. One man has now three hundred 

grazing, and will make money 
by it. This same man brought out 
$5,000 with him and has really a fine place 
started. He herds his sheep regularly, gives 
them the best grazing lands, and gets the best 
rices for his mutton. We think these hills 
furnish as good grasses fur sheep as any in the 
world, and I know England never roduced 
better mutton than we can raise right here. 

‘Are the people pleased here 

“Yes, withoutany exception. They are not 
used to as big a country as this,and the sight 
of so much land, all their own, naturally 
makes them bouyant and hopeful.” 

“Do they employ any outside aidin farm- 

ing?’ 
RY es. some white labor, but no colored 
hands are wanted. Somehow, they don't like 
darkies. They are poor hands at using an ax, 
and have to get these mountain people to aid 
them in building their fences. One peculiar 
thing about this peculiar section is that there 
is not much bottom land. There are probably 
200 acres around here, but it is scattered. We 
like the climate and country, but it takes a 
certain time to get used tothe American style 
of working. We farm, of course, on a differ- 
ent plan altogether: We are used to 
small farnis. If... a man has 
fifteen acres, he keeps itin a high state of culti 
vation and makes it produce as much as fifty 
ordinary acres here.’’ 

“What do you plant here?” 

“We plant grain, corn and wheat, princi- 
pally, while fruits will form a part of our 
crops. This being a high country fruits will 
thrive here as well or better than almost any 
place you can find. We plant potatoes, aiso, 
both kinds, and expect to,make a good paying 
crop out of them.”’ 

A KIDE THROUGH THE COLONY. 

After completing the avove conversation 
Mr. Biedermann took me on a drive through 
the colony. I was surprised to find such won- 
derfal improvements going on as were 
everywhere visible. The sheep raiser 
was building barns, clearing land, while his 
entire place was inclosed ina substantial wire 
fence. Another tian who brought $5,000 has 
really a beautiful bome, and is going to make 
a specialty of fine cows. He has a Jersey 
bull, and has built every convenience for 
keeping milk and butter as cool as a refriger- 
ator could make. There is another Switzer 
who has built a house that cost $1,200. He 
has also invested ina mill, and will run it in 
connection with his other interests. 

POINTS. 

As soon as Mr. Biedermann can get a lit. 
tle aid, he wants to finish the church 
already started at the depot here. These 
people are in a strange land, and 
must havt some place to meet every Sunday. 
Therailroad has builta fineimmigrant’s home? 
and that is their share. A subscription has 
been spoken of, but no definite plans have 
been taken to complete the church. As soon 
as the people here can write and assure those 
at home that there is a bona fide place to 
worship Sundays, a fine depot, a store and all 
the requisites to a community, others will 
comimence to flock here. 

There has been no more important step 
taken than that of introducing this colony of 
honest workers into. our state. It ought 
to be hailed with delight by every true 
Georgian who feels an interest in the develop- 
ment of the country.

‘Itis clear that James Malley, by the most 
fiendish force aud persistence, despoiled Jen- 
nie Cramer of her virtue. The keenest and 
widest search has failed to show that the 
giddy and careless girl was else than a maid, 
until the fatal night at the Malley home- 
stead, when, locked with James Malleyina 
room to which she had been carried by force, 
her screams and appeals were so pitiably loud 
that Blanche Douglass, stealing from her par- 
amour’s bed, rapped on the door and warned 
the poor girl that if she ‘‘made such a fuss” 
she would wake the neighbors. The autopsy 
proved that within a few days of her death 
she had been violently despoiled. Having 
proved this the prosecution have also shown 
that from this date and for two days previous, 
Jennie had been with the Malleys and their 
confederate up to within a few hours of her 
death. Beyond this, however, they do not 
go. They cannot prove that the Malleys 
bought the arsenic with which her life was 
taken, or administered it. 

Indeed, they do not furnish a reasonable 
motive for murder on the part of the Malleys. 
That Jamés should have poisoned the girl 
of whom ~he had been enamored and 
whose ruin he had just -compassed, 
within’ a week after he had _ first 
obtained possession of her body isan unrea- 
sonable supposition. Noteven the fact that 
he was afraid of exposure, and that she had 
threatened to inform her brother, is enough 
to have ledshim to commit a murder under 
circumstances that would inevitably bring 
suspicion on himself, and the horrible secret 
of which should be held by two other people, 
and one of them a prostitute with whom he 
and his cousin were connected only by the 
most casual and mereenary ties. No matter 
how’ keenly he feared exposure, he would 
have turned to fifty alternatives before he 
Would have sought murder—and murder by 
a dozen passionate methods before he would 
have tried poison. 

Balanced against this lack of mature delib- 
eration or inclination on his part that would 
have led him to murder the unfortunate girl, 
there is the very strongest reason why she 
should have killed herself. That she appre- 
ciated vastly more deeply than her hab- 
its and appearance indicated, the sanctity of 
her virtue, is made plain by the fact that she 
had defended it for years against constant 
and flattering temptation—holding it as the 
precious jewel that could not be taken by 
love, assaulted by passion, purchased with 
money, commanded by patronage or stolen by 
artifice. Having maintained this for years, 
she was at last ruined against her will, and yet 
as she must haye confessed in her bitterness 
of soul, through weakness and compliance of 
herown. When she went to her home her 
mother suspecting that all was not right, told 
her that if she persisted in her present course 
she must find another home. The poor girl, 
knowing that the worst had already hap- 
pened, that she was irretrievably disgraced, 
and that her mother’s home was shut 
against her forever, and that she was forbid- 
den like a leper to cross the threshold of her 
home, turned away—to what? To suicide 
likelier than to anything else. With her 
shallow mind—shut out from strong or loving 
counsels—dogged by her betrayers, who had 
little other thought than to lead her deeper 
into sin—the poor thing couid have found no 
hiding place for her shame nearer than the 
grave,andno rest for her aching beart save 
in that sleep which comes with death. If she 
killed herseli—and the probabilities are that 
she did, the Malleys doubtless knew of it— 
deubtless witnessed her death—and then 
doubtless carried her body to the beach, hoping 
that the waves would carry it away forever.

This the bishop declined to do until some months 
ago When he offered to encumber the new church 
and the ground on which it stands for an 
amount sufficient to prepare the building for 
occupation. This was not satisfactery to the vestry 
and in pursuance of the advice of counsel they ap- 
plied for a charter incorporating directors, wardens 
and the vestrymen. Since then they have claimed 
that the trust as to both lots had terminated, and 
that the corporation of the parish had the right 
either to sell orencumber. This they proposed to 
do by issuing bonds to the amount of ten thousund 
dollars secured by a lien on the entire property. It 
is the issue of these bonds and the creation of this 
lien that the bishop seeks to enjoin. The bill came 
on for trial before the courton yesterday when, 
after argument heard, the court held that the incor- 
poration of the _— directors, wardens and 
vestrymen was an incorporation of the 
parish, and that that corporation, upon its creation, 
took the title to the parish lot and terminated the 
trust as to that lot, and so holding refused the in- 
junetion ‘ye for in reference to that lot. The 
court held that the other lot. on which the new 
church stands belonged to the diocese and that the 
title to that lot vested in the corporation of the div- 
cese Which was created in 1877 and that the bishop 
was not the trustee for the diocese, and could not 
maintain the bill. The et tary toyn was therefore

THOUGH ALL ELSE CHANGE. 


Continuation of the Debate in the Southern Presbyte- 
rian Assembly on the Ques ion of Fraternal Ke. 
lations With the Northern Chureh— 

Dr. Girardeau’s Great Defense. 


A manifest impatience was visible on the 
faces of the members as they slowly entered 
and took their seats. The debate of the day 
previous had recalled all the controversial ire 
of the past two and a half decades, and threw 
into striking juxtaposition the old era and the 
new—the men who were at the fore in 1861-'5, 
such as Farris, Girardeau and Brown, and the 
men who are now coming fresh on the field, 
such as Tenney, Bittenger and Leyburn, 
This point was touched upon by Mr. Tenney 
in the opening speech, and was cloquently 
met by Dr. Girardeau, whose plea for the 
right of old men to express their views rivalled 
the reply of Pitt to Walpole when accused of 
the crime of youth. The debate continued 
throughout the session, and was enlivened 
by the revelation that the action of the south- 
ern church about slavery, which has been the 
cause of so much angry crimination was 
written and carried through by Dr. David 
Wills, now a loyal member of the northern 
church and a chaplain in the army. Divine 
services were conducted by Rey. Dr. Pitzer, 
of Washington, and consisted of the 7lst 
psalm, prayer by Mr. Flanniken, the 
40th hymn, prayer by Rev. Mr. 
Dutfee, and the S7th hymn. An _ over- 
ture was presented from the Montgomery 
cage Oecd asking that the standards should 

e written in elegant English. An overture 
from West Texas called attention to the fail- 
ure inthe promised supply of evangelists. 
Dr. Lane, of Athens. offered an important 
paper relative to the education of ministers, 
regarding the course of studies, etc., which 
he desired placed upon cunsideration for the 
next general assembly. F. Wilcox was 
announced “asa new commissioner. The re- 
port of the special committee on Sabbath 
schools was read by Dr. Stacey, of Newnan. It 
recited that sowe thirty Sabbath school bodies 
had been addressed, as well as the leading 
church assemblies, urging action in favor of 
suitable Sunday legislation by congress, with 
aview toclosing the mails and prohibiting 
railroad travel. Many favorable replies had 
been received, while others, thoggh in favor 
of such legislation, did not assent to the idea 
of political action. Others still were of oping 
ion that existing legislation was fully up to 
public opinion, aad that what was now 
wanted was a higher education of that opin- 
ion. The report wus referred to a new com- 
mittee consisting of Rev. J. F. Arbuthnot, 
chairman, Rev. J. R. Graham, Roger Martin, 
B. F. Hall and T. J. Kirkpatrick. 

The case of th® Presbyterian church 
against W.S. Turner, which has been before 
the Georgia public so long, has found its way 
into the assembly. Dr Lefevre from the 
judicial committee in charge of the case 
made a report reciting that there were in the 
matter so many issues, sO many points for 
which no precedent existed, and the allega- 
tions were so complicated and intermingled, 
that the committee had decided to recom- 
mend a commission, underthe laws of the 
church, which consist of twenty-seven, to 
hear the cause and pass upon its merits. He 
asked for immediate consideration. 
The assembly decided to raise 
the commission, which was organ- 
ized as follows: Ministers, Rev. Messrs. Pratt, 

’almer, Coit, Lunsford, Wallace, Martin, 
Bradley, Kerr, ‘leuney, Bittenger, Graham, 
Gordon, sloan, Woods—14; and Messrs. Ro- 
berts, Marquis, Allen, Adair, Hill, Fairley, 
Brown, Tinley, Hall, McSween, Mason, Flan- 
niken and Enderle.

being the question of sending delegates to 
the assembly now in session at Springfield, 
Illinois, was taken up. Mr. Tenney was the 
first to obtain the floor. He remarked that 
the opposition to fraternity seemed to come 
from the venerable fathers of the church. 
They have been in the ecclesiastical warfare 
of the past, and like the heroes of the milita- 
ry arena, they like to _ fight their battles 
o'er again. By rejecting this report 
we will not necessarily lay these 
venerable brethren on the shelf. But we, 
who are younger, are tired of the strife. We 
know alithe fuctsin the case, and do not 
need a continued rehearsal of them here. We 
all desire traternal relations, to live and act 
with the pregnant present. By rehearsing the 
quarrels of bygone years we but destroy all 
hope of the future. We need the material 

Asking 
for favors on the one hand and refusing fellow- 
ship on the other, is about the most incon- 
sistent thing we can do, and that we are doing 
every day. Mr. Leyburn referred to the venera- 
ble brethren who had been loading up for 
this occasion. He wanted the ‘reasons’ 
stricken out of the report and then he wanted 
the whole bill rejected and in place of it the 
adopt’on of Mr. Tenney’s substitute. If it is 
wrong to meetthem in the assembly it is 
wrong to meet them in conference. It was 
incorrect to say that no_ retraction 
had ever been made by the northern 
assembly. The declaration of that body in 
1876, that none of its acts were to be con- 
strued as “‘impugning on the Christian char- 
acter’ of our clurch, was broad enough. 
Dr. Farris admitted that the defeat of frater 
nity in the northern assembly was due to the 
old war horses. Have not these same old war 
horses (indicating Dr. Farris), defeated the 
sanie measure in our arena.

The 
Whole question niust now be met. Church 
councils were fuilible, but decis- 
ions judicially reached must be 
carefully dealt with. To send delegates to 
Springfield now would be a confession of 
wrong on our part. The Northern church 
charged us with schism. We ask them for a 
retraction, and they refuse to give it, and the 
charge still stands against us. Their refusal 
to acquit us of this charge was greeted with 
cheers and the waving of handkerchiefs, si:ow- 
ing the popular approval of a deliberate act 
declaring us schismatics. To go before them 
now unasked would be a confession. Dr. 
Pitzer—At the Baltimore assembly in 1873 it 
was declared that “all action touching the 
southern assembly is declared null and void, 
and we have confidence in tieir Christian 
character?’ Does that admit of two conclu- 
sions? 

Dr. Girardeau—-What did they mean by 
those words? If we were schismatics in the 
past, ere we not schismatics now? And 
would not the same censure apply to us now 
asthen? They called us “heretics and blas- 
phemers’’ because our doctrines toward slavery 
were in consonance to bibie teachings and the 
Old school standards, 

Mr. Bittinger—Was that declaration of the 
northern assembly not made after the south- 
ern assembly bad deeiased .its..mission to be 
to “conserve” slavery, tid as an answer to it? 

Dr. Pitzer—By Dr. Girardeau’s permission, 
I will answer that question, as I dees to get 
the matter correctly before the house. The 
charge of blasphemy was never made against 
the southernassembly. Referring toa previous 
action of the southern assembly at Columbus, 
Georgia, ‘‘the system of negro slavery in the 
south is a divine institution—an ordinance of 
God—and that it is the peculiar duty of the 
southern churches to conserve the institution 
of slavery’’ the northern assembly declared 
such ‘doctrine’ to be not only heresy but 
blasphemy. It was never applied to the peo- 
ple or to the assembly. 

Dr. Lefevre—And the author of that decla- 
ration is now himself a minister of the north- 
ernchurch, His name is Wills. 

Dr. Graham—When first charged that such 
adeclaration was on our records the people 
refused to believe it, and it was disavowed as 
soon as it was possible to do so. 

Dr. Brown also gave a history of the paper 
and its subsequent disayowal. 

Dr. Girardeau resumed—We have been con- 
strained by brute force to give up the institu- 
tion ef slavery, but are we to give up the doc- 
trine because of that. They prouounced us 
traitors who deserved to be hanged. Dead 
our confederacy may be, but are we prepared 
tostand upon the graves of our dead boys 
and admit that they were traitors? 

A voice—Never! 

Dr. Girardean—The principles of 1861 we 
hold now asthen. Our present character is 
our past. If we send delegates north they 
will take it as an indication that we are ready 
to be engulfed in northern sentiment. It has 
been said that politicians are shaking 
hands over the bloody chasm—why not the 
church. Will the church be the last 
to yieldin the fight The confederacy is 
dead, and men will not standup for 2 dead 
issue—there are living causes to attend to. Is 
our church dead? Is the cause of our church, 
too, alost cause? Are we to act asifshe had 
no life? When I was in prison with Dr. 
Farris, together with 2,000 confederate officers 
while there was a man in the field to uphold 
the confederacy we refused to take the oath 
of allegiance. One oflicer who did so was 
kicked from one end of the prison to the 
other. But when at last the last fiag was 
furled in defeat, we debated still whether we 
should take the oath or still refuse and die. 
It was decided that we owed duties to the 
living. It wasadead government. but here 
is a living church. If it. were a question 
of organic © union I «would fight 
to the last ditch. Fraternal relations will be 
used as a lever for organic union, and before 
ten years that question will be before this as- 
sembly as this one now 13, 

Dr. Lane, of Athens, had great respect for 
his venerable brethren, Dr. Brown and Dr. 
Girardeau, nevertheless he did notshare their 
fears or views. The report did not go far 
enough for him. He was fully and une- 
quivocally in favor of fraternal relations. 
Bury the dissensions of the past so deep that 
the hand of resurrection cannot reach them. 
Are we by being citizens of the United States 
casting reproach upon our confederate dead. 
Long may the north and the south be true to 
the banner which is now their common her 
itage. He went on to illustrate that fraterni- 
ty would beno reflection upon either the past 
or the present. 

The assembly then adjourned until 9 a.m, 
to-day.
